pose a challenge if he so desires. If 
not challenged the judge is required to 
give the voter rn official primary bal- 
lot of the parly the voter affiliaies 
with. The votci then enters the booth 
prepares his ballot and delivers, it to 
one of the judges. 
No man who re- 


fuses to stale nta party affiliation can 
be allowed lo vote at a primary. ^ 


The penally is severe for any elec- 


tion judge or c:erk who makes a false 
count or false return and the means of 
detection are easy because any candi- 
date for office or for delegate can con- 
test the primary' in any voting precinct 
and the county court can get at the 
ballots very piomptly and thus any 
fraud would be revealed In a very few 
hours.

It is reported, also,'that some of our 


people do not understand that the del- 
egate ballots to be voted at the pri- 
maries must contain the requisite num- 
ber of names for delegates to the coun- 
ty convention that Ilie precinct or vot- 
ing district is entitled to. 
In this 


county the delegate ballot must con- 
tain the requisite number of names of 
delegates for the. state, county, sena- 
torial and county conventions. 


Tlie law provides how the delegate 


ballot must be printed. Thus, it must 
be printed on the same colored paper 
that has been selected for the party. 
It must be ten' and one-half inches 
long and seven inches wide.

top the. ballot must be designated in 
large capital letters. 
It must sta'.e 


the date of the primary. It must state 
the number of the delegate district and 
the voting precincts or districts com- 
prising the del.egate district. It must 
state the voting place, the township, 
county and state it is in. 
All these 


are required to make it a legal bal- 
lot. 


The delegate ballot must be placed 


on the table of the judges in suffi- 
cient quantities for the use of the vol- 
ers and they may also be circulated 
outside the polling place. 
The voter 


of one party cannot vote a delegate 
ballot tliat the official ballot he votes 
must use the same colored delegate 
ballot that the official ballot he t-ote 
is. 
Thus a republican cannot vote a

being yellow, and at the same thru- 
vote a,white, cr democratic, delegate 
ballot.
